Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object.

UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH NEW ZEALAND. 
Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for 
H.M. Trade Commissioners in the several Dominions to visit this 
country officially from time to time, so that manufacturers may have 
the opportunity of consulting them on any matters connected with 
their business or of obtaining information as to the possibilities of 
extending their trade, it has now been arranged that H.M. Trade 
Commissioner for New Zealand (Mr. W. G. Wickham) shall come to 
this country in the course of the next few weeks. 

Mr. Wickham will attend first at the offices of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade in order to meet repre- 
sentatives of those firms who may be able to see him in London, 
and afterwards he will visit such trade and industrial centres in 
the provinces as it may appear most advantageous to visit in view 
of applications that may be received from firms in or near those 
centres and from Chambers of Commerce. 

He is expected to arrive about the middle of March, but in order 
that appointments may~be satisfactorily arranged, firms who may 
desire to see him are requested to make their applications as soon 
as possible. Such applications should be addressed to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall 
Street, London, E.C. 

One of the principal duties of His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners 
is to report to the Board of Trade promptly, and if possible in 
advance, any opportunities which may arise in the Dominions in the 
form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way for the develop- 
ment of British trade. The Commissioners also report to the Board 
periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competition and other 
matters of commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties 
and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes in regard to 
means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and commerce ; 
and they furnish periodically lists of probable buyers of European ~ 
goods in the Dominions. A good deal of the information so 
furnished is published by the Commercial Intelligence Branch in the 
“Board of Trade Journal,” some is communicated to Chambers of 
Commerce likely to be specially interested and to those United 
Kingdom firms whose names are inscribed in the Special Register of 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch (see notice on p. 326), and some 
—e.g., lists of names of traders at particular places, detailed Customs 
regulations affecting particular matters, and similar information of 
limited interest-—is filed at the Intelligence Branch for the infor- 
mation of persons interested who apply, either personally or by letter. 
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The Trade Commissioners also reply to all enquiries which may be 
addressed to them by British merchants and manufacturers, but 
it is generally desirable that enquiries should be made first of the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, which is often in possession of the 
information sought and is thus in a position to save the enquirer 
much delay. 





PROPOSED TAXATION OF FOREIGN COMPANIES IN 
: CHILE. 


H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Santiago reports that the debates in 
the Chilean Congress on the financial situation in that country have 
given rise to a general expression of opinion that the Government 
must devise some means of levying fresh taxes to supplement the 
ordinary revenue, and suggestions have been made that foreign 
companies established in Chile should pay a tax on their annual 
profits. The Minister of Finance has accordingly presented to 
Congress a Bill proposing to increase the present municipal tax on 
real estate, and also to levy a tax of 5 per cent. per annum on the 
net profits of share companies, including the agencies of foreign 
companies established in Chile. 

H.M. Charge d’Affaires adds that there are practically no taxes 
levied in Chile at present, if exception is made of the heavy indirect 
tax paid in the form of customs duties, and it seems to be generally 
admitted that the Government must resort to this means of raising 
money in order to make the revenue meet the expenditure.

TRADE CONDITIONS IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


GENERAL. 


Turkey (Constantinople).—The ‘‘ Bérsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 
30th January contains a report from the German Consul-General in 
Constantinople, in which it is stated that the hopes of a revival in 
trade which were entertained at the close of the war have not yet been 
fulfilled, and that the slightly increased commercial activity which 
did take place has not proved lasting. There is a certain demand 
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for foreign goods, chiefly for the needs of every-day life, which has 
perhaps resulted in some improvement in business conditions as 
compared with those which prevailed during the war. At present, 
however, there is a complete lack of industrial enterprise, as merchants 
are exercising great reserve through fear of further developments. 
Government requirements are comparatively numerous, and may be 
very profitable to the manufacturer, if he is willing and in the 
position to take the undoubted risk of irregular payments. It is 
expected that all purveyors to the Government will have -their 
patience taxed to the utmost in view of Turkey’s present low financial 
condition, and of the small means at hand to pay for her require- 
ments. ‘The Consul-General concludes by saying that it is absolutely 
essential for all foreign firms dealing with Constantinople to have a 
reliable agent on the spot who is acquainted with local conditions of 


trade.

HARDWARE. 


Germany.—According to the “ Frankfurter Zeitung” of 27th 
January, the position of the German hardware industry, with the 
exception of a few small branches of the trade in which firm, fixed 
prices exist, has not improved since the beginning of the year. 
Efforts at forming a syndicate in the industry have come to a stand- 
still, At the end of last year the syndicates of German anvil and 
stove-pipe factories were dissolved, but the convention of horse-shoe 
manufacturers (“‘ Hufnigelkonvention ”) and the Constructional Fittings 
Syndicate (‘‘ Baubeschlagverband”), have been recently established. 

Trade in building accessories is exceptionally quiet. An unsatis- 
factory state of affairs exists in the rivet and screw market, particu- 
larly in the former, which has been proceeding very unfavourably. 
Since the German chain manufacturers agreed to a convention, prices 
have improved somewhat and trade is reported to be normal. As 
before, the wire market is very flat and only small orders are being 
given, and those at poor prices. Whether the efforts which are being 
made to form a syndicate are successful or not, depends upon the 
renewal of the rolled wire syndicate. In any case the wire market 
is at present in such a bad condition that the smaller manufacturers 
cannot compete for !ong. (X. 5,036.)

IRON AND STEEL. 


Belgium.—T'he “‘ Bérsen Zeitung ” (Berlin) of 27th January states 
that the condition of the Belgian iron industry still continues dull 
and unenterprising, and that no improvement in the state of 
affairs is yet anticipated. Except in a few cases, however, prices 
are unaltered. ‘Trade in half-finished products is weak, but lately 
more business in iron girders and steel rails has been done on the 
market. An increasing number of small orders for bar-iron has been 
received, but only after extremely keen competition. The continued 
frosty weather has exercised a favourable influence on the coal market 
and the increased demand for house-coal has, at all events, checked 
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declining sales and further weakening of prices. Some idea of the 
coal industry in Belgium in 1913 is given by the fact that during the 
year imports of coal, coke and briquettes increased from 9,524,000 
metric tons to 10, 408, 000 metric tons, and exports ‘from 6,697,000 
metric tons to 6, 706, 000 metric tons.

MINES AND MINERALS. 


Germany (Upper Silesia) —(Iron Ore).— According to the “‘ Bérsen 
Zeitung” (Berlin) of 24th January, the Upper Silesian iron ore 
market has been quite firm since the teginning of the year, and sales 
are being effected at Icng date. The tendency to impcse excessive 
sea-freights in order to establish firm prices in the ore market was 
maintained, and the requirements of the blast-furnaces have been 
considerable. The fact that certain districts are in the position to 
produce only limited supplies on account of the condition of the 
freight market has caused buyers to exercise more caution. The ex- 
clusion of South Russian ore from Upper Silesia was not well received, 
because the Krivoi-Rog ore is one of the most valuable. At thesame 
time Russia’s own need is so great that the prices paid by the great 
Russian iron works have been such as to prevent any exportation. 
The prices of ores frcm Spain, Algiers, Tunis, and Lapland, which 
are only periodically in demand for the Upper Silesian market, 
have risen in accordance with the increased freight rates, even 
though the raised freights were not fully reflected in prices, since at 
the period when they reached their height practically no shipments 
could be made. ‘There are two routes to Upper Silesia by means of 
which iron ore for export can be transported at specially reduced 
rates, viz., vid Stettin, Dantzig, &c., and over Siegerland territory. 
These reductions, however, are not sufficient to enable the Upper 


Silesian iron industry to be adequately supplied. , F(X. 5,029.)

TEXTILES. 


Russia.— According to the “ Frankfurter Zeitung ” of 27th January, 
the cold weather experienced in Moscow has lately given a decided 
impetus to trade in all branches of the woollen industry. It is 
reported from Lodz also that manufacturers of woollen wares there 
are not only busily employed at present, but are also receiving 
important orders for the future. Prices for the finished product 
have not, it is true, been quite satisfactory on account of the relatively 
high prices demanded for raw material, but still they have become 
somewhat more favourable. It seems to be generally anticipated 
that in all branches of the Russian textile industry further improve- 
ments will take place. Trade in knitted hosiery wares is entirely 
satisfactory, whilst a steady if slow improvement is noticeable in the 
condition of the cotton trade. [Favourable reports are also given of 
the linen and jute industries.

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Belgium.—H.M. Consul-General at Antwerp (Sir E. C. Hertslet) 
‘ reports that the Courtrai flax season of 19138 began in October with a 
slow demand, which was very disappointing to scutchers. This 
slackness in the market continued throughout November and into 
December, when there was an improvement, and scutchers were able 
to sell more freely and to reduce their heavy stocks. This year the 
demand has again declined and selling has become very difficult, and 
although in the past prices have often been as low or lower the 
demand has usually been equal to the supply; now, however, stocks are 
accumulating without any signs of improved demand, and it is feared 
that there will be many scutchers who, not having sufficient capital 
to hold stock, will be forced to sell at a sacrifice. The price* of 
common flax in January was £55 per ton, as against £105 per ton in 
January, 1913; flax of medium quality was selling at £84 per ton as 
compared with £126 per ton last year, and the best quality at from 
£126 to £168 per ton as against £168-£210 per ton in January, 
1913. The decreases in the values of Courtrai flax are not caused by 
any change in the value of Courtrai yarns, the present prices for 
which rule as high as in 1913. (C.1.B. 2,061 ; 1,704.) 





MINING INDUSTRY IN THE RUSSIAN FAR EAST. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Vladivostok (Mr. R. M. Hodgson) on the trade of that district in 
1912, which will shortly be issued :— 


Gold, coal, zinc and silver-lead are the only minerals at present 
worked in Eastern Siberia. The last two are exported by the 
Tiutiuhé Company from the port of that name, 25,500 tons of ore 
being sent to Europe in 1912. ‘The success of this mine, which is 
now in its fourth working year, and is extending its operations, has 
led to much activity in the Olga region; a number of other claims 
have been taken up, and some of them carefully prospected. 

In the same neighbourhood important deposits of magnetic and 
manganese iron have long been known to exist, and to these 
attention has been recently directed (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” 
of 14th November, 1912, pp. 349 and 361). The Russian Government 
has withdrawn its objection to the exportation of iron ore from the 
country, so that there are now possibilities of creating a trade with 
Japan. It is proposed to build a blast furnace at Cape Mramorniy, 
close to St. Olga Bay. The local market, which at present depends 
upon Germany for its supplies of cast iron, should beable to take up 
in increasing quantities the output of these works. Beds of iron ore 
are known to exist in several other localities. 

Copper ore has been found near Djiggit Bay. It is in pockets, and 
is stated to contain a very high percentage of copper, as much as 80

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per cent. in places. The total amount available has not, so far, been 
determined, but sufficient data have been obtained to justify expecta- 
tion of successful commercial working. A company hag been formed 
with German capital, and is already at work equipping the mines 
and erecting a reducing plant. 

Sakhalin petroleum seems as far from successful working as ever. 
_ Claims have been taken up along the eastern coast of Russian Sakhalin 
and at various spots in the island generally. No deep borings have 
been made anywhere, and, though traces of oil have been discovered 
near the surface in many places, nothing has yet been brought to light 
to warrant any certainty of a new workable oilfield having been dis- 
covered. It cannot be too strongly impressed upon companies under- 
taking expeditions on the island that a thorough preliminary organisa- 
tion is an essential to success, and that parties working there must 
be thoroughly equipped and entirely self-supporting in every respect. 
It must be remembered that there are no communications with the 
mainland except by Alexandrovsk, and that these are broken off in 
the winter; that local climatic conditions are trying; and that the 
country is in an untouched state, without roads and extremely thinly 
populated. 

The demand for coal in the Russian Far East is reckoned at from 
600,000 to 650,000 tons perannum. It is continually increasing, and 
when, as must take place in the near future, the steamship companies 
on the Amur take to burning coal instead of wood, the demand is 
likely to be at least 100,000 tons greater than it is now. ‘The mines 
now worked cannot supply the present requirements of the country, 
with the result that over 300,000 tons of Japanese coal are bought 
annually. 

The sources of supply at present utilised are a large lignite mine in 
the neighbourhood of Vladivostok, from which up to 200,000 tons are 
extracted annually for the needs of the railways, two small mines 
on the Amur Bay, the Government mines at Soutchan, and the Dué 
mines near Alexandrovsk in Sakhalin. 

The Soutchan mine supplies fuel to the naval port, to the 
fortress engineering department, the railways and other public 
institutions. ‘l'he annual output is an increasing one, and has 
risen from 105,496 tons in 1908 to 206,783 tons in 1912. The 
coal is of three sorts, bituminous, pol-anthracite and coking, the 
percentage of volatile matters, respectively, being 27 to 30, 6 to 8 and 
22 per cent. Briquette works have been built on Golden Horn Bay 
for utilising this coal, and it is expected that they will turn out 
3,200,000 briquettes during 1914, 

The excellence of the Dué coal has long been recognised, but the 
absence of a harbour for shipment has prevented the mines being 
worked except on a small scale. During 1912 five pits were open 
and 24,322 tons were mined. The Government is putting these 
deposits up to public auction for a period of 36 years, with the 
proviso that the lessee shall construct a harbour for general use at 
Alexandrovsk. ‘There is no doubt but that these mines, if worked on a 
proper scale, could yield a very large output and supply coal at a low 
figure. 
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Another possible source of supply is the Mongugai coalfield, 
situated about 12 miles inland from the western shore of the 
Amur Bay, and only 24 miles by land and water from Vladivostok. 
In a report by a Government engineer who has recently been 
examining the question of coal supply in Eastern Siberia, it is stated 
that the Mongugai deposits contain some 5,000,000 tons of good steam 
coal, very similar to Cardiff coal, and that it should be possible, by 
building a small harbour and connecting it with the mines by a 
narrow gauge railway, to deliver from 150,000 to 200,000 tons of 
this coal annually in Vladivostok at a sale price of not more than 
° roubles (about 10s. 6d.) per ton as against 9 roubles (19s.) which 
is the price of Japanese coal. 

At several places along the Amur Railway, now in course of con- 
struction, coal deposits are known to exist, and it is hoped that it 
will be possible to obtain fuel from some of these situated near 
Malinovka on the eastern section of the line.

THE MANUFACTURE OF SHEET GLASS IN JAPAN. 


The Acting 


British Consul-General at Kobe (Mr. A. H. Lay) has 


forwarded the following précis of an article which appeared in the 
local press dealing with the progress of the sheet glass industry in 


Japan :— 


For many years glass manufacturers worked at the manufacture of 


sheet 


glass and carried out repeated researches without success. 


After the Russo-Japanese war, however, Shimada Magoichi, an Osaka 
glass manufacturer, in a factory which he carried on independently, by 
his own experience at-last succeeded in making an article which was 
nearly perfect, and thereby proved for the first time the possibility of 


producing sheet glass in Japan. 


On noticing Mr. Shimada’s success 


the Mitsu Bishi Company paid a great deal of attention to the 
industry, and proposed an amalgamation with him, expecting by 
means of ample funds on the one hand and proper experience on the 
other to make the industry a complete success. 


The foundation of 
the industry was thus at last on the way to being firmly established. 
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However, the Mitsu Bishi Company continued to devote its 
energies chiefly to the manufacture of glassware at the Asahi glass 
works, and since it was not then able to undertake the production of 
sheet glass differences arose between the two parties, aad finally 
Mr. Shimada withdrew from the combination and set up a separate 
factory. The Mitsu Bishi Company is now independently exerting 
itself to the utmost to perfect the industry. 

In April, 1909, the Asahi Glass Manufacturing Company, of which 
the Mitsu Bishi Company is the moving spirit and which was 
previously established at Amagasaki, commenced the manufacture of 
sheet glass by the Belgian style of hand-blowing. The company at 
first engaged five experts from Belgium and had a large number of 
operatives trained by them. From about 1910-11 it was able for 
the first time to put perfect goods on the market, and since the 
autumn of 1912 it has succeeded in making a reasonable amount 
of profit on the business. The difficulties of establishing this industry 
consist in the long period required for training the operatives, the 
locking-up of capital during this period, which cannot easily be 
managed with a small supply of funds, and in the lack of blowing 
power among the Japanese. The goods’ produced are certainly 
inferior in quality to those imported, but it must be a matter for 
congratulation to the circles interested in this industry that sheet-glass 
can at any rate now be produced in Japan to the amount of 120,000 
cases annually, even though it is only one-fifth of the total domestic 
demand. 

The Mitsu Bishi Company has invested about 2,000,000 yen 
(£204,200) and established branch works at Tobata in Kiushiu., The 
method of manufacture adopted is that of mechanical blowing on the 
American plan, and it is expected that manufacture will be com- 
menced about May or June next. It is anticipated that the output 
under the present plans will be 250,000 cases per annum, which, 
together with the product of the Amagasaki works, will before long 
amount to about half the demand, and will apparently check imports. 

In order to aid as much as possible the success of this industry in 
Japan the dealers in Osaka have formed a selling association to 
regulate prices and avoid competition, and are adjusting imported 
goods and the sales thereof. However, the market price of Japanese 
sheet-glass is 50 or 60 sen (1s. Od. to 1s. 3d.) below that of imported 
goods, a circumstance which effectively proves that the former suffers 
somewhat by comparison, and that the Japanese works have still to 
accumulate proper training and experience in the manufacture of 
sheet glass. . Furthermore, as the Customs duty of 1:18 yen (2s, 5d.) 
per case is giving no small protection to Japanese goods, it will be 
necessary in future not only to devote attention to the improvement 
of quality but also to devise methods of still more economical 
manufacture in order really to attain the object of checking imports.

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PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


DOMINION OF NEW ZEALAND. 


The Board of Trade have received from H.M. Trade Commissioner in 

iieethiemeee New Zealand copy of a Bill making provision for 

i eeeane the collection of Customs duties in the Dominion 
i of New Zealand. 

The Bill, which it is proposed shall come into 
operation on the Ist April, 1914, passed the House of Representatives 
on the 11th December last, and the Board understand from H.M. 
Trade Commissioner that it has now passed all stages. 


Under this Bill it is laid down, by section 114, relating to the 
importation of ad valorem goods, that : 
gone teil “*114.—(1) When any duty is imposed on goods 
Goods according to the value thereof such value shall 
be taken to be the fair market value of such 
goods when sold for cash in the ordinary course of business for home 
consumption in the principal markets of the country from which the 
goods are exported at the time when they were so exported, with 
10 per cent. added to such fair market value.” 

(2) “No deduction of any kind shall be allowed from the fair 
market value of such goods because of any special or sample discount, 
or because of any special arrangement concerning the export of the 
goods, or the exclusive right to the sale thereof within certain 
territorial limits, or because of any royalty payable upon patent 
rights but not payable when goods are so exported, or on account of 
any other consideration by which a special reduction in price has 
been, or might be, obtained.” 

(3) “If it is proved to the satisfaction of the Collector that any 
import duty or excise duty has been actually paid upon the goods in 
the country from which they were exported, or would have been pay- 
able upon the goods in that country if they had been there entered 
for home consumption instead of being exported therefrom, the amount 
of that duty shall be deducted from the fair market value of the goods, 
as determined in accordance with the foregoing provisions.” : 

By section 115 it is provided that : 

“115.—(1) For the purpose of determining the value of any goods 
so subject to ad valorem duty, the importer or his agent shall, on the 
first entry thereof (other than an entry for removal) produce to the 
Collector or other proper officer the invoice (as hereinafter defined) 
for those goods, and make, and deliver to the Collector or other proper 
officer, a declaration in the prescribed form verifying that invoice, and 
setting out the true value of the goods for the purposes of duty, and 
such other particulars as may be prescribed.” 

“(2) If a failure to produce the invoice is accounted for to the 
satisfaction of the Collector or other proper officer, proof of its con- 
tents by a copy or otherwise may be received in lieu of its production.” 

The “invoice ” referred to is defined in section 116 as follows: 

‘© 116.—The invoice herein referred to means: 

(a) In the case of goods imported on the sale thereof the original 
invoice prepared and issued by or on behalf of the seller showing the 
true description of the goods and the actual money price paid or to 
be paid for the goods by the purchaser ; or

(b) In the case of goods consigned for sale in New Zealand, or 
otherwise than on the sale thereof, the original invoice prepared and 
issued by the consignor showing the true description of the goods and 
the fair market value thereof as hereinbefore defined in the principal 
markets of the country whence they were exported at the date of 
exportation thereof.” 

With regard to the valuation of goods by the Collector, it is pre- 
scribed, under section 117, that: 

‘““117.—(1) Subject to the provisions of this section, the amount of 
the invoice, after deducting therefrom all reasonable and lawful 
deductions in respect of discount, freight, insurance and other 
charges, may be accepted by the Collector as sufficient proof of the 
fair market value of the goods for purposes of duty, and he may value 
the goods and assess the duty accordingly.” 

(2) ‘“‘If the importer satisfies the Collector that the fair market 
value of the goods for purposes of duty is less than the value as shown 
by the said invoice after making such deductions as aforesaid, the 
Collector shall value the goods at such lesser sum accordingly, and 
shall assess the duty on that value.” 

(3) “Ifthe Collector has reason to believe or suspect that the fair 
market value of the goods for purposes of duty is greater than the 
amount of the said invoice, after making such deductions as aforesaid, 
he may value the goods at such higher sum as he thinks proper, and 
assess the duty on that value accordingly.” 


As regards the importation of medicinal and toilet preparations it is 
provided, under section 125, that ‘‘in the case of 
- any medicinal or toilet preparation imported for 
ioe nae the purpose of sale under any proprietary or trade 
Pre i name the fair market value thereof for the purpose 
P ’ of ad valorem duty shall be deemed to be the fair 
market value as hereinbefore defined of such preparation when com- 
pletely manufactured, put up, labelled and sold under such proprietary 
or trade name in the country of export, notwithstanding the fact that 
at the time of exportation or importation the preparation may not 
have been completely manufactured, put up, and labelled as aforesaid, 
but deducting the estimated cost of labour and material used or 
expended in New Zealand in completing the manufacture thereof or 
in putting up or labelling the same.” 


Under the Bill the importation of the following articles is prohibited : 
re (i.) Opium in any form suitable for smoking. 
— (ii.) Opium or cane article or preparation cin 
— taining opium, for the importation of which a 
permit is required under the “Opium Act, 1908” and which is 
imported otherwise than in pursuance of such permit. 
(iii.) Every article, the sale of which in New Zealand would be 
an offence against the ‘‘ Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1908.” 
(iv.) All indecent documents within the meaning of the ‘‘ Indecent 
Publications Act, 1910,” and all other indecent or obscene articles. 
(v.) False or counterfeit money or banknotes, and any money not 
being of the established standard in weight or fineness, and any coin

intended for circulation in New Zealand and not being legal tender 
in New Zealand. 


The Bill further provides that, for the purposes of the Customs Acts, 
saith: tie the Cook Islands shall not be deemed to be part 
ma etait of New Zealand. ‘his Bill and the “ Customs 
, ; Duties Act, 1908” shall be in force in the Cook 

Islands. 

Goods may, with certain exceptions, be imported from New 
Zealand into the Cook Islands free of duty, and, similarly, goods may 
be imported from the Cook Islands into the Dominion free of duty. 

There shall, however, be charged certain special additional duties 
on goods imported into the Cook Islands, whether from New Zealand 
or elsewhere, viz. :—

The present Bill lays down numerous other regulations regarding 
the management of the Customs relating, inter alia, to ports of entry, 
arrival and departure of ships, ships’ stores, importation and exporta- 
tion of goods, the making and passing of entries, warehousing of 
goods, assessment and recovery of duties, refunds, drawbacks, powers 
of Customs officers, licensing of Customs agents, securities for pay- 
ment of duty, offences, recovery of penalties, forfeitures, methylation 
of spirits, and other miscellaneous matters. 

It also provides for the repeal the Customs Act, 1908, with the 
exception of sections 204-6, which relate to the coasting trade of the

place in Great Britain except in accordance with the provisions of the 
Order, which are to the following effect :— 

Cattle, sheep, goats or swine shipped from any port in Ireland 
(except Dublin) which is mentioned in the First Schedule* to the 
“ Animals (Landing from Ireland) Order of 1913” may, after the 31st 
January, 1914, be landed at any landing place defined by order of the 
Board of Agriculture and Fisheries as a Landing Place for Irish 
animals, but only for the purpose of slaughter within the Landing 
Place. Animals so landed are subject to the. provisions of the 
“ Animals (Landing from Ireland) Order of 1913,” except that the 
animals shall not be moved from the Landing Place, and shall be 
slaughtered therein within 96 hours after their landing. = (¢. 1,004.)

seis the Board of Trade are now in receipt of a copy of 
the “ Official Gazette” of British Guiana for the 3lst December last 
which contains copies of the Indian Hemp and Opium Ordinances, 
1913 (Nos. 29 and 30 of 1913), regulating— 
(1) the importation and sale of preparations of Indian hemp, and 
(2) the importation, exportation, storage and disposal of opium, 
morphine, cocaine and similar drugs 
in the Colony, respectively. 

Both Ordinances were assented to by the Governor of British 
Guiana on the 3lst December, 1913, and provision is made in the 
Opium Ordinance that it shall come into operation on such day as 
shall be notified by Proclamation in the ,‘‘ Gazette.” 

The provisions of the Ordinances are similar to those contained in 
the Bills referred to in the above-mentioned issue of the ‘ Board of 
‘Trade Journal.” (C. 838).

the Sudan ” (“ The Customs Ordinance, 1913”), which is to come into 

force on such day as the Governor-General shall, by Order published 
in the Government ‘Gazette, direct. 

The “Customs Ordinance, 1905” is repealed by the present 
Ordinance, which also provides that all laws, decrees, and regulations 
of the Egyptian Government relating to Customs which have hereto- 
fore been in force or observed at Suakin or elsewhere in the Sudan 
shall cease to have effect from the date on which this Ordinance 
comes into force. Paragraph 4 of the Proclamation published in the 
“Sudan Government Gazette” for the Ist March, 1904, relative to 
the growth of tobacco in the Sudan and its import* into the Sudan 
is also repealed. 

Subject to certain special provision of this Ordinance, the Customs 
duties specified below are to be collected on goods imported into or 
exported from the Sudan and on the transhipment of goods in the 
Sudan :—

Nore.—Goods exported from the Sudan to a destination in Kgypt, 
or transported by sea from one place to another in the Sudan are 
exempt from export duty (subject to special regulations laid down 
in this Ordinance). 

If goods of foreign origin not similar to goods of Sudan origin, 
and capable of being easily identified, are re-exported, they shall

Haemptions from Export and Import Duties.—The following goods are 
exempt from the payment of import or export duties :— 


(a) the personal apparel, articles of toilet and similar effects of travellers visit- 
ing the country, including new articles of apparel and the like brought in their 
personal luggage and intended for their personal use, if they are duly declared ; 
but not including bicycles, phonographs, gramaphones, sewing machines and other 
such articles, nor consumable stores, cigars, cigarettes, or tobacco of any kind ; 

provided, nevertheless, that every traveller shall be allowed to bring into the 
country free of duty 200 grammes of tobacco or 100 cigarettes or 25 cigars, if some 
of the packet or box in which the same is contained has been used ; 

(>) samples, provided they are not such as can be sold as merchandise ; 

(c) samples of the products of the soil of the Sudan, or Egypt, provided the 
value‘of the whole consignment does not exceed £110 ; 

(dz) gold or silver money (except coins of any metal which are no longer current 
in any country and have a value greater than their nominal face value by reason 
of their rarity or antiquity) ; 

(e) gold or silver bullion ; 

(7) provisions and stores consigned from abroad for shipment on board of some 
particular ship in a Sudan harbour and intended for use or consumption on board 
the same ship elsewhere than in the Sudan ; 

(g) printed books, pamphlets, magazines, newspapers and other printed 
documents. 


Wrecked goods are also exempt from the payment of import and 
export duties under certain conditions, as also (subject to special 
regulations) are foreign goods which are transhipped in the Sudan, or 
which pass in transit through the Sudan to a destination outside 
Egypt and the Sudan. Exemption from import duties is also 
accorded in respect of certain personal effects of persons who come to 
the Sudan for the first time for the purpose of establishing a residence 
there. 

Subject to certain regulations, goods imported into the Sudan from 
Egypt are exempt from import duty. 

If goods, of which the country of origin is Egypt or the Sudan, after 
being exported to a foreign country are brought back into the Sudan, 
they shall be subject to import duty like goods of foreign origin, 
unless it is proved by the production of a certificate from the Customs

authority of the port to which they were originally consigned that 
they have not been taken out of bond there. If any goods be exported 
abroad without any drawback or refund of the duties already paid (if 
any) being obtained, and be there repaired or altered, and notice of 
such exportation be given at the time thereof to the Director of 
Customs, then upon re-importation such goods shall be liable to 
import duty only on the cost of the repairs or alterations together 
with freight and all charges inwards and outwards. 


Valuation of Goods for Tariff purposes —The Ordinance empowers 
the Director of Customs to cause the value of the principal articles of 
commerce imported at the various Customs stations to be from time 
to time determined, and such valuations from time to time to be 
revised, and for that purpose it shall be lawful for him from time to 
time to summon a conference of such of the principal merchants 
engaged in the trade of the said articles as he may think fit in order 
that he may consult with them for the purpose of settling or revising 
a tariff of the value of the said principal articles. When settled, such 
tariff shall be officially published and shall come into force and be 
binding on the Director and all other persons, provided always that 
no such tariff shal] remain in force for more than twelve months from 
the date of its official publication. : 


Declarations on import and export.—'The Ordinance contains pro- 
visions respecting the form of declaration which must be presented 
on the import into and export from any Customs station of any 
goods, whether liable to duty or not, and gives particulars as to the 
contents of such declaration and the various documents (invoices, 
assurance policies, bills of lading, &c.) which must be presented with 
the declaration. The value of the goods, to be stated in the Customs 
declaration, is the price of the goods at the place of purchase, with 
the addition of the cost of transport to the Customs station, the 
charges for insurance, and all other charges and expenses. Goods 
included in a Valuation Tariff shall be described in the declaration by 
the name given them in such Tariff. The Customs Department shall 
not be bound to accept the value of goods as shown by the invoices, 
&c., and, in case of uncertainty as to the true value, the goods may be 
valued by the Customs valuer. If the merchant refuses to pay on the 
Customs valuation, the Department is empowered to take the duties 
in kind, if such a course is not impracticable. Consignees are 
allowed to examine the contents of packages consigned to them before 
presenting their declarations in respect of such packages. 


Drawback.— When any foreign goods capable of being easily 
identified, which have been imported into the Sudan and upon which 
Customs duties have been paid to the Sudan Customs on‘import, are 
re-exported abroad, the difference between the amount of the import 
duties already paid on the goods and the amount of the export duties 
which would be payable if the goods were of native origin shall be 
repaid, provided that the re-exportation be effected within six months

Medicines imported in special receptacles, such as bottles, boxes, 
tubes, &c. in the original wrappers of the manufacturer, to be sold 
to the public in the form in which imported, are to be regarded as 
patent medicines. Extracts, elixirs, wines, syrups, pills, &c. which 
are imported in bulk without special packing, and which the phar- 
macist retails in his own bottles or boxes, are to be regarded as 
drugs, medicines, &c. not specially provided for. 

It thus appears that pharmaceutical products and medicines, if 
imported into Venezuela already put up for retail sale, must be 
approved by the “Junta” before the lower of the two rates of duty 
can be claimed for them.

The Act, which operates from the Ist January, 
1914, provides, inter alia, that the proportion or amount of foreign 
ingredients which may be contained in any quantity of any kind 
of seeds, and the character of such foreign ingredients, may be 
prescribed. 

Upon the sale of any seeds of the value of not less than ls., the 
vendor shall, at the time of sale, give or send to the purchaser an 
invoice containing the statements required by the Act. 

Every invoice, agreement, circular, or advertisement relating to 
seeds shall state specifically that such seeds are for planting or 
sowing, and the kind or kinds of seeds therein referred to. Such 
statement in any such invoice, Xc. shall, notwithstanding any agree- 
ment to the contrary, constitute a warranty by the vendor that such 
seeds are for planting or sowing, and are of the kind or kinds so 
specified, and, further, that they contain no greater proportion or 
amount of foreign ingredients than is prescribed. 

When seeds are sold in made-up parcels, the year in which such 
seeds were grown shall be clearly and indelibly marked upon the outside 
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Agricultural and Forest Products.

Provision is also made for the appointment of Inspectors, the taking 
of samples for examination, penalties and other matters for the pur- 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of the Act. 

The Act defines ‘ foreign ingredients” to mean and include dead, 
diseased, insect-infested or non-germinable seeds: the term also 
includes seeds of any plants which the Governor-in-Council has, by 
Order-in-Council, declared to be noxious plants for the purposes of 
this Act.

‘The Board of Trade have received, from H.M. Trade Commissioner in 
New Zealand, copy of a Bill, as amended by the 
Legislative Council, for the purpose of regulating 
ieeietees. anil the. manufacture al sale of footwear in the 
Foot Dominion of New Zealand. 

Sune et“ SuenIrenE. Under this Bill, which it is proposed shall come 
into operation on the lst July, 1914, no person shall manufacture 
for sale, or sell, offer or expose for sale, or have in his possession for 
sale, any boots or shoes the soles of which consist wholly or partly of 
leather or any imitation of leather, or any material having the 
appearance of leather, unless— 

(a) The soles thereof are of leather without admixture or addi- 
tion other than of materials used for filling spaces, shanks 
or rubber outsoles, or in the case of ladies’ fancy or evening 
footwear, of heels of wood or celluloid ; or 

(b) a statement of the material or materials composing the soles 
thereof is conspicuously and legibly stamped upon or im- 
pressed into the outer surface of the sole of each boot or 
shoe. 

For the purposes of the above section it is stated that leather- 
board composed wholly or in part of leather scraps or of leather 
skivings is ‘‘ material having the appearance of leather,” and is not 
“leather without admixture or addition other than of materials used 
for filling spaces.” 

Any person guilty of any contravention of the above provisions is 
liable to a fine not exceeding £20, 

The Governor is empowered to appoint Inspectors and make regu- 


lations for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of the Bill.

In this connection, H.M. Consul at Christiania (Mr, E. F. Gray) 
remarks that the matter has attracted muck attention in the 
Norwegian press, and that local mackerel exporters at Haugesund, 
Stavanger, and, in particular, at Christiansand, have strongly pro- 
tested against the scheme, which they consider will probably prove 
injurious to the established export trade of their respective districts. 
For the last few years the Bergen export firm referred to has been 
buying up Norwegian mackerel, and, it is claimed, keeping up prices 
against American buyers.

Norwegian west coast towns unanimously resolved to ask the Govern- 
ment to take no steps until all interested have had an opportunity to 
express their opinions. 

On the other hand, a meeting held at Gothenburg, at which the 
Norwegian Director of Fisheries and the two firms immediately con- 
cerned met other Norwegians and Swedes directly interested, appears 
to have received the proposals favourably, and steps are being taken 
to obtain the wider adherence of the fishermen.

PORTUGAL: 


With reference to the notice on pp. 273-4 of last week’s issue of the 
‘“ Board of Trade Journal ” regarding the proposed 


Ban gl reduction of Customs duties on sugar imported 
Beet Suvar into Portugal from Portuguese Colonies, it may be 
Industry noted that Art. 4 of the Bill which has been intro- 


duced into the Chamber of Deputies provides that 
the introduction of the beet sugar industry in Portugal is to be 
authorised under certain conditions annexed to the Bill. 

These conditions provide, inter alia, that for the purpose of granting 
concessions for the extraction of sugar from beetroot, the country is 
to be divided into three districts :— 

(a) The basin of the Douro and the north-west of the country, 
including the area in Portugal of the river basins from the 
Minho to the Douro inclusive. 

(b) The river basins from the Vouga to the Lis inclusive. 

(c) The basin of the Tagus and the south portion of the 
country. 


Each district shall form the area of an industrial concession for 
beetroot cultivation, which is to be awarded by public tender; 
tenders are confined to undertakings or companies duly established 
with a minimum capital of 800,000 escudos (about £57,500); a 
minimum of 500 hectares (about 1,280 acres) of ground must be 
taken over. 

The concessionaires will be entitled to import free of duty 
machinery and apparatus for the first installation of a factory or 
factories, under certain conditions, and also to certain privileges in 
regard to internal taxation. The undertakings or companies must 
have Portuguese citizens as directors, and will be subject exclusively 
to Portuguese law, even though formed with foreign capital.

A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 


limited period.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 


are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 


respect of:— 

1418. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making or repairing 
hand trucks with two or more wheels, including workmen employed 
in fitting or turning axles. 

This decision reverses decision B 827 (2) (“ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of the 22nd August, 1912) so far as it relates to station 


barrows. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 


respect of :— 


1419. Platelayers employed at a steel foundry, and engaged wholly 
or mainly in the upkeep of railway lines about the works. 


1420. Blacksmiths engaged wholly or mainly in making fittings 
for show cases, shop fronts, etc., such as standard bars, tappet bars, 


brackets, etc. (Application 284). 


Note.— Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
' admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 


Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down ina 
previous decision, are not published.
